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completely  reorganised  and  a bonus  incentive  scheme  introduced 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  department  was  giving  a weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  - a frequency  which  has  not  been 
attained  for  a number  of  years. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Silver  Street,  Miitwick,  Ashby  Road,  Coalville  and  Standard  Hill. 
These  tips  were  systematically  treated  throu^out  the  year  by  the 
Rodent  Operator  for  rats,  flies,  etc. 

V/astepaper  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
refuse  from  domestic  properties,  and  a separate  weekly  collection 
is  made  from  shops,  factories  and  offices.  504  tons  of  wastepaper 
were  sold  to  the  Board  Mills  during  1962. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  trade  refuse  is  also 
undertaken  by  the  Council.  In  the  case  of  properties  with  a 
rateable  value  of  £150  or  under,  one  free  bin  is  allowed  per  week, 
and  for  properties  over  £150  rateable  value,  two  free  bins  per 
week.  All  additional  bins  are  charged  at  lOd  each,  bulk  refuse 
being  removed  on  a rechargeable  basis .

S.570  houses  in  the  area  have  a water  supply  direct  from 
the  public  mains,  and  14  houses,  including  some  outlying  farms,  still 
have  to  rely  on  wells  and  springs. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEMERAGE 


Because  of  mining  subsidence  it  was  necessary  to  construct 
a new  length  of  trunk  sewer  from  a point  in  Ashburton  Road  to  the 
Kelham  Bridge  Sewage  Farm.  The  cost  of  this  was  £23,000,  but  it  has 
alleviated  the  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  have  appertained 
in  the  Ashburton  Road  a,rea  for  a number  of  years. 

Severe  mining  subsidence  in  the  Hugglescote,  Ravenstone 
Road  and  Hermitage  Road  areas  have  caused  severe  damage  to  drainage 
systems  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  inspections  later  in 
this  report  your  inspectors  have  devoted  a considerable  amount  of 
time  to  examination  and  testing  and  supervising  the  relaying  of 
affected  systems. 

No  more  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Battleflat 
scheme  and  althou^  the  Council  has  agreed  to  the  provision  of  a 
modern  sewerage  scheme  in  that  area  no  contract  has  as  yet  been 
entered  into. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 


Public  cleansing  and  scavenging  are  under  the  control 
of  your  Surveyor.  These  services  are  provided  for  the  whole  of  the 
area.  Six  motor  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  employed  for  this 
purpose . 


During  the  year  46  collections  of  refuse  were  madevfrom 
domestic  properties,  giving  an  average  period  between  collections 
of  S days.  Pail  closets  were  emptied  weekly. 

Work  Study  Consultants  were  engaged  during  the  yesr  and 
follov'/ing  a period  of  detailed  work  measurement  the  service  was

The  public  water  supply  for  your  area  was  augumented 
during  the  year  by  water  from  the  River  Dove  Scheme,  Our  own 
boreholes  are  situated  at  Broomleys  and  Holly  Hayes  and  water  is 
still  obtained  from  the  i/\/hitwick  and  Ellistown  Units  of  the 
National  Coal  Board.  Water  from  all  our  own  sources  is  chlorinated 
and  in  addition  that  obtained  from  collieries  is  filtered.

The  total  quantity  from  all  sources  was  400,350,000 
gallons,  an  increase  of  35,665  gallons  over  1961, 


54,146,000  gallons  were  supplied  in  bulk  to  Market 
Bosworth  Rural  District  Council,  an  increase  of  4,163,000  gallons 
on  the  1961  figure. 


Average  daily  consumption  for  the  Urban  area  for  all 
purposes  was  almost  36  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

The  required  standard  cf  purity  for  a public  water 
supply  was  maintained  during  1962,  I5  samples  of  raw  (untreated) 
water  and  B of  treated  water  going  into  supply  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  with  the  following

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OLD  PEOPLE'S  miFMiE 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Health  Coinmittee  was 
considering  the  possibility  of  introducing  some  method  by  which 
elderly  or  infirm  people  residing  in  the  Urban  District  might 
summon  help  in  case  of  injury,  sudden  illness  or  other  emergency. 

As  a first  step  invitations  were  sent  to  Retired  People’s  Fellow- 
ships, doctors,  nurses,  ministers  of  religion,  Home  Help  Services, 
W.V.S.,  Townswomen’s  Guilds,  etc  to  submit  the  names  of  people 
who  might  benefit  from  such  a scheme.  Between  two  hundred  and 
three  hundred  names  were  submitted,  many  of  them  by  your  own 
Housing  Manager  and  residing  in  Council  houses. 

As  a result,  in  July  a meeting  of  representatives  of 
organisations  interested  in  the  project  was  held  and  their  support 
was  secured.  Various  methods  of  attracting  attention  or  calling 
assistance  were  considered  and  it  was  decided  that,  despite  several 
obvious  disadvantages,  the  best  method  to  adopt  was  that  of  display- 
ing a card  in  a convenient  window.  The  size  of  the  card  is 
approximately  eight  inches  by  six  inches,  with  the  letters  S.O.S. 
in  silver  on  a plain  black  background.  The  cards  have  been  made 
and  supplied  free  by  a member  of  your  Council,  and  our  grateful 
thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  practical  interest  and  help. 

Tne  help  of  the  local  Press  was  given  to  the  scheme 
and  when  the  cards  were  distributed  a description  of  them  appeared 
in  the  Coalville  Times  together  with  an  appeal  to  the  public  to  be 
on  the  look-out  for  the  cards  being  displayed  and  to  take  action 
when  necessary.  Nearly  all  the  cards  had  been  distributed  at  the 
end  of  the  year  but  it  has  not  so  far  been  possible  to  assess  to 
what  extent  they  have  been  used.

NATIONAL  ASSISTAlNGE  ACT, 

No  official  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of 
the  Act,  but  several  cases  which  might  have  involved  formal  action 
were  investigated  and  to  some  extent  satisfactory  solutions^ to  the 
problems  presented  were  secured  informally.  The  co-operation  of 
such  services  as  the  Home  Help  Service,  the  District  Nursing 
Service,  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  through  its  Meals  on  1/Vheels 
activities,  were  invaluable.  Miere  relatives  of  the  people^ 
concerned  were  available  their  help  was  sou^t  and  some  considerable 
time  was  spent  in  tr3njig  to  deal  sjmipathetically  with  the  views  of 
the  patients  themselves,  usually  with  the  help  of  their  own  doctors. 
The  fevj  cases  involved  were  ageing  people,  mostly  men,  living  alone, 
gradually  failing  ph3rsically  and  sometimes  mentally,  independent, 
and  clinging  as  long  as  possible  to  their  own  familiar  surroundings.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  at  17.3  per  1,000  total 
live  births  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year,  but  is  stiU  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  20.7.  »^even  babies 
died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday  anniversary,  four  of 
them  before  reaching  one  week,  and  five  under  four  weeks. 

Prematurity  accounted  for  two  deaths,  congenital 
abnormalities  for  two,  broncho-pneumonia  for  two  and  accidents 
of  childbirth  for  the  seventh. 
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Fi^TSRHITY  UNIT  ACCOMODATION 


In  January  of  this  year  a Hospital  Plan  for  iungland 
and  Wales  was  presented  to  Parliament  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
and  it  then  became  clear  that  in  spite  of  the  efforts  made 
concerning  maternity  facilities  for  Coalville  and  district  no 
change  in  the  original  proposals  had  been  secured.  As  has  ^ been 
said  before,  the  Plan  is  a national  one  and  the  s^^e  criteria 
have  been  applied,  to  Coalville  as  to  the  rest  of  jingland  and 
Wales . 

At  the  same  time  it  falls  to  be  recorded  that  almost 
60%  of  Coalville  babies  were  born  outside  Coalville,  mostly  at 
Ashby  Cottage  Hospital,  Roundhill  Maternity  Home  Kirby  Muxloe, 
and  in  the  Leicester  hospitals.

As  reported  last  year  two  of  the  sites  mder  (b)  are  now 
part  of  the  town  centre  development  and  will  not  therefore  ever  be 
in  use  again.  One  licence  was  issued  to  the  National  Coal  Board 
for  the  establishment  on  land  at  Ellistown  of  a site  for  30  caravans. 
This  is  designed  to  accommodate  mineworkers  brought  into  the  area 
from  other  coalfields.  Work  in  preparing  the  site  was’  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  other  licence  was  issued  to  a private  developer  for 
the  laying  out  of  a site  for  8 caravans  in  the  Forest  Road  area. 

On  this  site  also  work  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  December. 

Authority  has  now  been  given  by  the  Council  for  the 
provision  of  a municipally  owned  caravan  site  on  land  at  St  Mary’s 
Avenue.  This  site  will,  v^en  completed,  provide  standings  for  7 
caravans . 


During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  against  the 
occupier  of  land  in  the  I'tiitwick  area  for  using  it  as  a site  for 
caravans  without  first  being  the  holder  of  a site  licence.  In 
this  case  caravans  were  placed  on  the  land  after  planning  permission 
had  been  refused.  The  defendent  wras  fined  £10  and  £6.6.0.  costs 
and  the  caravans  were  moved  from  the  site. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  by  your  officers  in 
illegal  use  of  land  by  itinerant  traders,  gypsies,  etc.  No  action 
appears  to  have  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  as  required  by 
Circular  No. 6/62.  This  is  a matter  of  great  regret  because  I 
feel  there  is  a need  in  the  county  for  a site  to  which  that  type 
of  caravan  dweller  could  be  directed. 

In  1961  I reported  the  clearance  of  caravans  from 
Sludgy  Lane.  So  far  there  has  been  no  recurrance  of  this  problem. 
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OFFSMSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  your  district. 


PUBLIC  SWI^MBIG  BATHS 

The  only  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  your  area  is  the  one 
o^/med  by  the  Council  and  situated  in  Avenue  Road. 

The  Bath  has  a capacity  of  80,000  gallons,  water  for 
filling  being  obtained  from  the  public  supply. 

Treatment  is  by  filtration  and  chlorination  and  the 
pumps  are  designed  to  change  the  bath  water  ever^^  four  hours. 

Daily  tests  of  the  water  were  made  for  chlorine  residual 
and  alkalinity. 

32  samples  of  bath  water  were  obtained  by  this  department 
and  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  3I  of  these  v;ere 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  satisfactory  condition  of  the  bath 
v/ater  is  due  to  the  diligence  of  the  Superintendent  who,  with  the 
obsolete  plant  at  his  disposal  works  under  extremely  difficult 
conditions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  long  the  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant  will  be  replaced. 


SCHOOIE 


At  last  our  efforts  in  some  of  the  older  schools  to 
obtain  more  modern  facilities  such  as  constant  hot  water  to  wash 
basins  for  pupils  and  separate  toilet  and  sanitary  accommodation 
for  staff  appears  to  be  bearing  fruit.  One  scheme  was  in  hand  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  another  is  programmed  for  1963. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  survey  for  a suggested  Smoke  Control  Area  was 
completed  during  the  year  but  the  report  has  still  to  be  presented 
to  the  Council  for  their  consideration.  The  report  will  relate 
not  only  to  the  area  already  surveyed  but  to  the  town  as  a whole. 
It  would  be  wrong  in  my  opinion  to  treat  one  part  of  the  area  in 
isolation, for  air  pollution  knows  no  boundaries.  The  value  of 
smoke  control  in  one  part  could  be  nullified  by  pollution  drifting 
from  the  adjoining  areas.  In  any  scheme  of  smoke  control  it  is 
imperative  that  the  problem  should  be  looked  at  as  a whole  so  that 
over  a period  the  whole  district  eventually  becomes  virtually 
smokeless. 
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The  year  was  marked  by  the  provision  of  four  diesel 
powered  locomotives  in  place  of  steam  engines  on  the  colliery 
mineral  lines.  As  these  tracks  run  through  the  centre  of  the 
town  this  changeover  has  been  of  inestimable  value.  All  that 
now  remains  is  for  British  Railways  to  implement  their  promises 
to  replace  steam  engines  and  one  will  be  able  to  walk  through  the 
town  without  being  regularly  enveloped  in  a cloud  of  steam  and 
sooty  particles. 

l/^ilst  on  the  subject  of  diesel  traction  I would  like 
to  pay  a tribute  to  Superintendent  Nattrass  of  the  Coalville 
Police  Division.  He  has  taken  a great  interest  in  our  problem 
of  pollution  from  diesel  road  vehicles.  His  officers  have 
instituted  a number  of  successful  proceedings  against  oi.vners  and 
drivers  of  vehicles  charged  ivith  emitting  smoke  contrary  to  the 
regulations. 

There  is  little  to  report  on  the  industrial  side  of 
air  pollution.  The  Alkali  Works  Inspector  is  still  trying  to 
obtain  the  provision  of  mechanical  stokers  to  the  intermittent 
brick  kilns  in  your  area  but  at  the  close  of  the  year  no  real 
progress  had  been  made. 

Daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  by 
the  volumetric  method  were  mad.e  throu^out  the  year  at  the 
Municipal  Offices  and  from  May  at  a site  established  at  the 
County  Home,  Greenhill  Estate.  Details  of  our  fadings  are 
incorporated  in  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

A full  time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  your 
Authority  and  the  district  is  systematically  inspected  for 
infestations.  A charge  based  on  the  hourly  wage  rate  of  the 
operator,  plus  the  cost  of  materials  and  establishment  charges 
is  made  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises. 

Your  authority's  sewage  farms,  refuse  tips  and  other 
properties  and  the  banks  of  streams  and  brook  courses  in  the  area 
receive  regular  attention. 

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  jr’oar.

HOUSING 


Steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementation 
of  your  unfit  house  programme.  41  representations  were  made  in 
respect  of  houses  considered  to  be  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable 
expense,  resulting  in  the  making  of  36  demolition  orders  and  5 
Closing  Orders.  During  the  year  34  families  were  displaced  from 
unfit  houses. 


During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  commence  the 
rehousing  of  the  tenants  of  the  Ellistown  Temporary  Bungalows. 
This  displacement  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
should  be  completed  by  the  Spring  of  1963.  It  will  be  good  to 
see  the  end  of  this  low  standard  accommodation  of  which  no 
authority  could  be  justly  proud. 


The  position  regarding  house  repair  appeared  to  be 
slightly  easier  during  the  year  in  the  majority  of  cases.  ^This 
was  to  some  extent  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  jobbing 
■j^-Qilders  available  for  this  work.  h77  houses  were  made  fit  by 
ovjners  as  a result  of  action  by  your  officers,  and  3 houses  made 
fit  by  the  local  authority  in  default  of  the  owners.  These 

figures  are  not  completely  indicative  of  the  work  done  for  in  many 
many  other  cases  work  was  done  at  property  but  some  repairs  were 
still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  a problem 
which  continues  to  beset  us  and  not  in  every  case  is  it  the  fault 
of  the  owner.  He  gives  instructions  for  the  whole  of  the  repairs 
set  out  in  our  notice  to  be  done  and  the  builder  leaves  one  or 
two  items  unfinished.  This  results  in  a vast  number  of  notices 
being  outstanding  at  the  end  of  each  year  because  in  many  cases 
one  or  two  minor  items  have  not  been  cleared  off . The  number  of 
outstanding  notices  is  therefore  very  misleading. 
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Excellent  work  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Council  in 
the  contribution  they  make  towards  the  cost  of  house  improvement. 
7 discretionary  grants  and  106  standard  grants  were  approved  in 
1962.  Of  this  number  only  5 applied  to  rented  property.  This 
work  of  improvement  is  all  to  the  good  and  I am  ever  hopeful 
that  before  many  years  have  passed  more  and  more  rented  houses 
will  be  able  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  hot  and  cold  water  and  a 
fioced  bath. 


Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Rent  Act  102 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  have  been  received.

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The  "Appointed  Day"  for  the  purpose  of  the  Hygiene 
and  Cruelty  Regulations  was  fixed  for  the  ist  January,  1962. 
Slaughtering  in  your  area  is  now  confined  to  four  slau^terhouses 
A.11  slaughterhouses,  regardless  of  their  throughput  are  now 
provided  with  a hanging  room  and  a stunning  pen.  No  serious 
problems  have  arisen  since  the  four  premises  were  made  to  comply 
and  with  the  facilities  provided  there  is  no  reason  why  vje  should 
not  have  slaughtering  carried  out  in  a most  hygienic  and  humane 
manner.

We  have  continued  with  the  policy  as  laid  down  in 
Memo  3/Meat  of  requiring  the  refrigeration  of  carcases  when 
localised  infestation  has  been  found  in  any  organ.  This  policy 
has  not  always  been  looked  upon  with  favour  by  the  owner  of  the 
carcase  but  we  have  worked  on  the  assumption  that  if  one  cyst  is 
found,  viable  or  degenerate,  we  have  no  proof  that  other  cysts  do 
not  exist.  There  is,  I think,  a need  for  a more  explicit  statei^nt 
that  vliere  cysts  are  found,  viable  or  otherwise,  then  refrigeration 
should  be  called  for. 
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As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  has  now  been  reduced  to  a very  low  level  :

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All  meat  and  offal  after  condemnation  is  stained  with 
a green  dye  to  prevent  its  disposal  for  human  consumption.  It 
is  collected  by  two  firms  specialising  in  the  recovery  of  industrial 
waste  and  by  a local  dog  breeder  who,  after  sterilisation  of  the 
meat,  feeds  it  to  his  dogs.  There  is  no  sale  of  pet  food  from 
these  premises  nor  does  this  person  carry  on  any  food  business. 

A similar  system  is  operated  in  the  case  of  other  unsound  food 
where  their  nature  allows  them  to  be  used  for  such  purposes.  When 
the  food  is  contained  in  tins  the  cans  are  punctured  and  then 
conveyed  to  one  of  the  Council's  refuse  tips  where  they  are  buried 
under  supervision.

ICE  CREAM 

Under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  there 
were  registered  at  the  close  of  the  year  92  premises  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  and  one  for  its  manufacture  and  retailing.
